REMARKS 

Claims 1-23 are active. Compound Claims 1-4 find support in the disclosure 
as follows. Claim 1 (page 4, lines 15-16), Claim 2 (page 4, line 19), Claim 3 (page 4, 
line 22), and Claim 4 (page 12, line 5). The term "base sequence" as used, for 
instance, in Claim 4, is intended to include both DNA and RNA, where the base T in 
DNA corresponds to the base U in RNA. Modified nucleic acids, such as S-oligos, 
are disclosed on page 4, last line-page 5, lines 1-20, and on page 6, lines 1 1-15, of the 
specification. 

Methods for treating brain disorders find general support in the disclosure on 
page 1, lines 4-11 and page 3, last paragraph. Method Claims 5-17 find specific 
support as follows: Claim 5 (page 4, lines 15 and 16, page 6, last paragraph). Claims 
6-8 (page 7, line lO-et seq.\ Claim 9 (page 4, line 19, page 7, lines 10-15), Claim 10 
(page 4, line 22), Claim 1 1 (page 12, line 5), Claim 12 (page 5, line 4), Claim 13 
(page 5, line 5), Claim 14 (page 5, lines ll-etseq.). Claim 15 (page 5, line 10), Claim 
16 (page 11, line 6), and Claim 17 (page 11, line 7). 

Claims 18-23, directed to liposomes, find support in the specification as 
follows: Claim 18 (page 4, lines 15-16, pages 7-10), and Claims 19-23 (pages 7, line 
10-page 8, line 4, and pages 8-10 generally) . Accordingly, the Applicants do not 
believe that any new matter has been added.
